MANY NEW BILLS | 
ARE INTRODUCED 


Senate Amondmfent To 
i. Revenue Measure 
Is Before House 


(By Associated Press) 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., August 17— 
The Bonner Sunday blue law bill waa 
defeated in the senate this morning 
17 to 16. Coming aa a complete sur­ 
prise, 
with 
the unexpectedness in 
which the bill providing for the clos­ 
ing of Sunday movies and baseball 
in Alabama was indefinitely post­ 
poned. the crowded galleries of the 
senate cheered when Senator Joe John­ 
ston, of Marshall cast the deciding 
vote against the bill. 
Ifpfhe Marshall countian had voted for 
the measure at the winter session and 
his vote was expected by its author to 
give the bill victory. The postponement 
of the bill was termed by those who 
¡Spared it as a defeat. 
The sessions in both houses were 
opened by the ifttrdifactffrrf of sevefat 
hew bills. Those in the house provid­ 
ed for the authorization to counties 
and municipalities of power to ex­ 
empt from ad valorum and city taxes 
any new industrial plants for a period 
of five years from the date of con- 
| _ltruction. This bill was sponsored by 
Representative Culver, of Gadsden. 
The Culver bill also provides that 
the capital stock of the company may 
be exempted to equal the amount of 
the construction costs. 
A bill by Representative Calloway 
of Montgomery, would provide that 
boards of revenue may accept a road 
fee of $5 in lieu of road work from 
citizens of their counties. 
In the senate the Powers uniform 
road law bill was given a favorable 
report as was the |>ill making salaries 
of state, county and city officials 
subject to write of garnishment. 
The senate amendment to the reve­ 
nue bill was taken up in the house 
shortly before noon after two new 
bills had been introduced. One of the 
measures relating to fees paid by util­ 
ities and cost of inspection under the 
public utilities act was introduced by 
Representative C, W. 
Ashcraft, of 
Lauderdale and another was intro­ 
duced by Representative Nichols, of 
Cleburn, protecting fish from pollu­ 
tion of public waters.

train and as many fta could crowded 
into the coafch where the Governor 
was seated. The train conductor tried 
to prevent the Klansmen from enter­ 
ing the coach, but he was brushed 
aside.

TV* phm worked a shtIíh 
of close to 500,000 to residents at Colorado 
Spriaga, baaing on the city engineer's estimated 
cost of the work of $1,100,000, according to Henry 
Ford’s “Dearborn Independent.” To be exact as 
to what this new paving plan accomplished the 
following is taken from Mr. Ford’s weekly of 
August 11: 
„ 


Four principal thoroughfares of Colorado 
Springs were paved by the street car com­ 
pany with a two-inch asphaltic concrete sur­ 
face! a id on a five-inch concrete base. The 
city engineer estimated the most at $1,100,- 
000. The lowest bid for the work made by 
the contractors was $869,000. The street 
car company agreed to do the work at cost 
and guaranteed the cost should not exceed 
$86.4 ,000; and it further agreed to do such 
extra work as the city might require at the 
same guaranteed unit prices which consti­ 
tuted this bid. The company actually com­ 
pleted the work at a cost of approximately 
$300,000 less than its maximum guaranty. 
It ateo wasprovlded In the contract that the 
cost of the paving plant and equipment to the 
company should be considered as part of the 
work, and hence the $300,000 saving was 
made to intlude the cost of the plant and 
equipment, which was approximately $90,000. 
The new plan for paving proved such a success 


that residents of other cities have deluged the au­ 
thorities at Colorado Springs for information as 
to how the feat was accomplished. 
One of the rich bankers of Iowa has turned 
paving contractor following his visit to the Pike’s 
Peak country during the summer of 1928. 
It is pointed out in the Dearborn Independent 
that once the plan adopted at Colorado Springs is 
mastered, that still there must be “honerfty uf 
purpose behind it.”

NO WAR TO BREAK OUT IN EUROPE 
IF AMERICA DOES HER DUTY. 
There is plenty of “fight” in Europe but how 
can such impoverished nations express them­ 
selves in a real war. 
It bakes real money, not 
stuff caHed money. With the exception of Eng­ 
land, and possibly France, there is not a nation 
in Europe that could raise a decent army now or 
put fighting ships on the waters.

need of clean milk and clean beef and 
pork, Dr. Cannon aaid that malaria 
should be fought off by drying up 
the breeding places of mosquitoes, and 
the tight screening of homes. He said 
14 mesh wire would not keep out mos­ 
quitoes, but that paint applied to 14 
mesh screen wire would reduce the 
site of the opening* in the wire very 
materially. The Waiting physician re­ 
commends 16 and 18 mesh (16 or 18 
strands of wire to the inch) wire to 
keep out the mosquitoes. 
— The “milk program of th e" state 
health department,” (which 
means 
classifying milk on the same principal 
that cotton is graded) would put all 
milk in the “first clast** that contain­ 
ed no more than 60,000 bacteria 
for 
every 15 drops of milk. Where more 
than 50,000 of the bacteria appear 
for every 15 drops, the milk la sec­ 
ond class and so on down the scale.
